On January 19 the Maine House 
of Represtntatives began its Spe- 
cial session, and District 63's Rep. 
Emily Saunders resumed her di- 
vided residence-weeks at the Stale 
House and week ends in Bethel 
and the district. As she did in the 
Regular Session, Emily is making. 
daily tapes which are passed on 
{o ihe Bethel Citizen In written 
form by Cathy Newell, _ 

Emily finds it good to be back 
—far different froma year ago, ss 
a freshman, meeting so many new 
faces and complex procedures, 
This year the reunions are brief, 
with most State House conversa 
lion devoted to three topice—the 
Governor and the Deficit, the 
ethool Funding Dilemma and the 
Pay Hike for State Employees. It 
is immediately apparent that 
there are no easy answers to any 
of these. 

The Governor averied a consti- 
tional crisis by aureeing at weeks’ 
end to begin implementation of 
several social services programs 
which were authorized by the Leg- 
islature Jast year, The programs, 
involving the Office of Dental 
Health, Bureau of Rehabilitation, 
Maine Wuman Services Council, 
Mental Health had not been fund- 
ed or had part of their authorized 
funds frozen as part of the Govy- 
ernor’s budget cut earlier this 
winter. The Legislature found this 
approach unaceeptable for several 
reacons. By refusing to implement 
the programs, Gov. Longley and 
Health and Welfare Commissioner 
David Smith were ignoring a law 
made by the lawmakers—thig was 
the reason for the agreement 
reached at the end of the week. 
Emily and many of her colleagues 
aleo felt that the program had 
been designed to meet severe 
needs of many of the most help- 
Jeax members of society, the 
handicapped, the elderly, the 
children, and the retarded, Lead- 
ership {s submitting its own cost- 
saving program which will not 
welgh co heavily on the truly 
needy. Relations between the Gov- 
ernor and the Legislators are ccr- 
tainly to be tested during the spe: 
cial seasion, There are signs of 
hope, however, AIL legislators 
were invited to Blaine House for 
supper on Jan. 10, and enjoyed 
chicken divan, eream puffs and a 
cordial atmosphere.
